WHAT THEN ? 


HIs primary duty of society to 

its individual membership is by 
the law of nature imposed, in the first 
instance, upon the parent. But the 
parent cannot fully discharge it. 
What then? Society, through the 
established forms of government, in- 
terferes, and performs what the pa- 
rent fails to perform. Is this any vio- 
lation of the right of the parent? No 
one pretendsit. Itis merely the do- 
ing of that which, for the good of the 
child, the parent, and the whole social 
fabric, must be done. The right of 
the mass—that is, of the State—is 
paramount even to thatof the indi- 
vidual, inasmuch as the general wel- 
fare, the safety of the people, is the 
supreme law. No parent has the right 
to say that his child shall remain ig- 
norant. He has no right to breed 
firebrands and death to the society 
of which he isa part, and to which he 
owes everything himself. Here is the 
foundation of the right of compulsory 
education on the part of the State. 

If the parent fully exercised his 
right to properly educate his child, 
there would be no occasion for the in- 
terference of the State; but he fails 
todoit. Benevolent voluntary effort 
comes to his aid. This also fails. What 
then? The law of self-preservation 
atonce asserts itself in behalf of the 
State as well as of the individual, and 
for the welfare of both it must put 
forth its power. These principles are 
fandamental, and are so plain that 
their assertion may seem superfluous, 

Do we all clearly understand this, 
so as to secure action upon this the- 
ory? Ifnotlet us press the subject 
to an issue at once.

NATIONAL AID. 








N this subject of National Aid 

to all the States for common 
school education, Hon. Jas. 8. Rollins 
of Missouri, introduced the following 
resolutions, which were discussed by 
the National Educational Association 
and adopted by an almost unanimous 
vote: 

NATIONAL AID TO EDUCATION. 

In view of the fact that among 
more than 50,000,000 of people, now 
inhabiting the United States, accord- 
ing to the census of 1880, there are 6,- 
229,958 of these over 10 years of age, 
making 12 14 per cent., or nearly one- 
eighth of the entire population who 
cannot write, thus showing that in 18 
states, including two territories, more 
than 13 per cent., and in 11 states 
more than 25 per cent. canno! 
write; and earnestly believing that 
the happiness of the people, and the 
perpetuity of the free government 
under which we live, is dependent 
upon the better education and virtue 
ofall its inhabitants, and desiring in 
every honorable way to secure these 
advantages to the people of all the 
states; it is hereby 

Resolved, By the National Educa- 
tional Association, now in convention 
assembled at Saratoga Springs, New 
York, that the Congress of the United 





States be earnestly recommended to 


extend such liberal pecuniary aid to 
the people of all the states and terri- 
tories, for the purpose of aiding them, 
so far as the financial condition of the 
federal government will justify, to 
the end that every child in the coun- 
try of school age, may receive a good 
common school education under the 
respective systems of the several 
states. 

Resolved, That a committee of seven 
members of this association be ap- 
pointed by the President to press up- 
on Congress at its next session the 
great importance of this measure, and 
torender to the Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor of the two Houses 
such aid and information as will be 
in their power to communicate to 
help forward the work proposed. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this 
Association be and he is hereby di- 
rected to cause to be prepared .copies 
of these resolutions, signed by the 
President and countersigned by the 
Secretary of this Association and 
transmitted to the President of the 
Senate and tothe Speaker of the 
House of Representatives upon the 
assembling of the next Congress of 
the United States. 

Would it not be well for Township, 
County and State gatherings of Edu- 
cators to pass and forward resolutions 
so strongly endorsed by the National 
Educational Association ? 

We think so. 





THE $77,000,000 asked for, for Edu- 
cational purposes, lies idle and un- 
used, in the United States Treasury. 
This money has been paid in by the 
people—it belongs to the people—and 
should be expended for the benefit of 
the people. 

In what way could it be used to so 
much and such lasting advantage, as 
to expend it for Education, as provi- 
ded forin the Blair Bill, which pass- 
ed the Senate by a large majority ? 





GRAND OLD MISSOURI! 


P fen grand total of the Missouri 
school fund reaches the sum of 
$10,178,805.89. The number of teach- 
ers employed by the State was, last 
year, 13,296, and the average salary 


| paid them per month $47.75. 


What is the average salary paid in 
Iowa? In Illinois? In Arkansas? 
In Texas? In Mississippi? In Tenn- 
essee? In Louisiana? 

Would it not pay to help the teach- 
ers up and out, a little, in this direc- 
tion ? 

Did you notice that the Education- 
al Courant, in speaking of the money 
value to teachers of this JOURNAL, 
says: 

““A year or two ago, the editor of 
the AMERICAN JOURNAL OF EpUCcA- 
TION, St. Louis, urged that a liberal 
distribution of that paper among the 
teachers, school officers and patrons, 
would reimburse each teacher four- 
fold its cost in one year. The teach- 





ers caught the idea, and zealously 


aided until 150,000 copies were put in- 
to circulation. At the close of the 
school year, the report of the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction for 
Missouri, showed an average increase 
of teachers’ wages of $19.62. Of course, 
it was not claimed that all credit was 
due the JouRNAL, but, thatit was an 
active and prompt factor in securing 
this desired result, no intelligent per- 
son will deny.’’ 
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THE total amount of money paid 
teachers for salary in Missouri, last 
year, was $2,828,63029, and the 
total value of the school property in 
actual use was $8,825,548. The total 
number of persons of school age in 
the State was 778,578, and the number 
enrolled in the schools, 527,452, leav- 
ing, a8 you see, over 250,000 children 
out of school, growing up in ignor- 
ance, vice and crime, to become a tax 
as paupers and criminals upon the 
intelligent and industrious. 

We ought to gather in this mass— 
we ought to lengthen the school 
terms to ninemonths. In order to do 
this, we need the $2,576,585.18, which 
Missouri would secure by the passage 
of the “Blair Bill,” appropriating 
$77,000,000 for Educational purposes.

PEOPLE. 

HE illiterate voters of Maine, 

New Hampshire, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, of New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio—in short 
of every Middle, Southern, and most 
of the Western States, have power, if 
combined, to decide any political is- 
sue that is now, or for years is likely 
to be pending between political par- 
ties. They represent ten of our fifty 
millions of people. 

The remedy will be found in the 
passage of the Blair Bill, and in mak- 
ing the school sessions nine months in 
the year, instead of three or four.

MORE BLACKBOARDS. 





VERY home ought to have a 
blackboard. 

Mrs. Humphreys says: ‘‘ We could 
not do without the Blackboard in the 
nursery.” ; 

The children will constantly amuse 
and largely instruct themselves with 
a blackboard, and mark on that in- 
stead of—other, and wrong places. 

The Educational Weekly says: 

One of the greatest reforms in build- 
ing school-houses, is the wise and ju- 
dicious plan of devoting all the space 


possible to 
BLACKBOARDS. 


A school-room without a blackboard 
is as useless asa kitchen without a 
cook-stove; and especially so is a 
primary room. The child on entering 
school has developed two powers— 
perception and imagination—hence 
the teacher musi have at command 
such material as will enable him to 
appeal to these two faculties. This 
he finds adequate in the blackboard 
and crayon; and no teacher should 
attempt to teach a primary grade who 
cannot make upon the board a fair 
representation of any object he may 
wish. In teaching writing—whether 
to beginners or older pupils—this 
board work, in the hands of the 
teacher is especially profitable; so, 
also, is music and drawing. In fact, 


in each recitation we especially re- 
commend the use of the blackboard, 
to illustrate, to point out errors, to 
show correct forms; and in general 
to lead the pupil to a clear concep- 
tion of what he is saying. 


DRAWING. 


HE direct monty value of the 

system of Drawing, which is 
now being so largely introduced into 
the Public School system every where 
in this country, may be gathered from 
the following statement: . 

It has been stated by competent 
judges that, through the instruction 
in Industrial Drawing given in the 
Public scbools, the establishment of 
rchools of Design, and Art Museums, 
England has added 50 per cent. to 
the value of her manufactured arti- 
cles during the last thirty years. In 
the United States, 80 per cent of the 
workmen lack this knowledge and 
ability, and, as a result, they must 
work under constant supervision, do- 
ing less and inferior work, and receiv- 
ing less wages than they could com- 
mand as more intelligent workmen. 








THE NEW EDUCATION. 


HE popularity and force of the 

‘‘New Education’’ have their 
source in doing things, instead of 
talking about them; in setting things 
in motion instead of lulling them to 
rest. The so-called New Education 
is “new” principally in this, that it 
has given standing and running legs 
to principles and methods that were 
generally accepted, but allowed to 
lie sleeping or standing in a corner. 
The prodigal son did not say, ‘‘I will 
arise and think about going to my 
Father,’’ but ‘‘I will arise and go to 
my Father.’’?’ The aroused interest 
in education, speaks in eloquent, per- 
suasive tones to teachers to “arise 
and go,’’ and do!

genre teachers are consid- 
ered, by themselves, at least, 
to belong to one of the learned pro- 
fessions, it has been my good fortune 
to make the discovery that I could 
gain lessons of wisdom from all the 
other occupations, not even forgetting 
stones and running brooks. 

I saw, yesterday, what to me is a 
mournful sight: it was field after field 
of corn, almost, if not quite in ear, 
that the day before had been proudly 
waving its tassels in the air—beaten 
down and broken, the stalks crushed 
one against another, by a furious 
wind which all! the night before had 
raged like a wild beast at our doors 
and windows. 

It wasa pitiful sight, ifone thought 
what it stood for—and the teacher’s 
mind is always thinking of that—so 
much anxious waiting for the melt- 
ing of the snow; so much hard fol- 
lowing of the plow through the stiff, 
hard soil; of the harrow in the 
tracks of the plow; careful selection 
of seed; the planting; the waiting 
for the first green leaf (which, in this 
region of northern Vermont is searce- 
ly before June); so much weary hoe- 
ing of the long rows of hills; so much 
sweat of the brow; so much faith- 
fulness, patience and hope in the 
face of hard times and almost no 
ready money—and then the whole of 
this broken down, wrenched away 
from the honest hand of the anxious 
farmer in one night, without any 
fault of his and by an agency against 





which all his precautions would have 
been in vain. 

And then I thought how often we 
have teachers complaining that so 
much of their work is wasted and 
produces no result. And whenI heard 
the farmer’s philosophical accept- 
once of all the ruin and disappoint- 
ment, and saw how cheerfully, in 
spite of it all, they went on with 
their work without useless complaint, 
I thought that we teachers might 
perhaps learn something from the 
Vermont farmer. 

He carefully lays his plans and 
puts forth his whole strength on the 
stony field that he himself has clear- 
ed, knowing all the time that his 
plans may come to nought and his 
strength be spent in vain. Butnone 
the less for that does he put forth his 
whole strength—and none the more 
for that does he sit down to whine 
and groan when the cruel hail-storm, 
the flooding rain, or the sweeping 
wind brings to nought his short sum- 
mer’s work before his very eye. And 
after all, perhaps, fairer fruits of his 
labor than the earsof corn and the 
oats and wheat which he worked 
for, scarcely dared to hope for, 
and never reaped—are the humility, 
patience, self-possession, and proud 
self-respect earned in his hard New 
England life, and which seldom fail 


-/ to find and crown the honest Ver- 


mont farmer. 

It is just possible that by follow- 
ing the lessons which he teaches us, 
we might gain some of the harvests 
that he really gets to himself, and for 
our own profession some of his char- 
acteristics. It might be worth our 
while to study them a little more, to 
learn from him to “ labor and wait,” 
and not complain.

President of the State Normal School 
of Louisiana, delivered before the 
National Teachers’ Association at 
Saratoga, we make the following ex- 
tract : 

EDUCATED AND EFFICIENT TEACH- 
ERS ARE THE INDISPENSABLE 
FACTORS OF THE SCHOOLS. 

Institutions for the preparation 
and training of such teachers, be- 
come the real fountains whence the 
schools ‘must draw their energy, 
their intelligence and their vitality. 

The normal school is called upon 
to solve one of the most difficult prob- 
lems which life, the existence of so- 
ciety, and the preservation of the 
State suggest. 

And therefore, it at once, and of 
necessity, assumes a most important 
place in our school system. The 
moment it is remembered that the 
schools, including the primary, the 
grammar and the high school, are 
the institutions whose mission is to 
care for the training and the educa- 
tion of the children of the nation, 
and whose influence extends into the 
future and far beyond the limits of 
every other power, it will be admit- 
ted that the normal school occupies 
a position more prominent, and that 
the responsibilities which it assumes 
are greater than the place and the 
duty imposed on any other institu- 
tion, whether educational or profes- 
sional, 

The normal school undertakes to 
prepare with the necessary skill and 
accomplishments those who will di- 
rect the education of the children of 
the nation, and to care for a harmon- 
ious development of youth, physical- 
ly, intellectually, ssthetically and 
morally. 

This harmonious development, the 
cultivation of the various talents and 
forces, the one in its proper relation- 
ship to all others, becomes the con- 
dition of refined intelligence. Bias, 
no matter whence it originates, is the 
natural source of an endless stream 
of evils, the origin of ignorance, ot 
sensuality, of unmanly egotism. 

THE settling of things by dead men 
and dead generations of men, for liv- 
ing men and living generations of 
men, has been and still is, one of the 
curses and clogs of humanity. Only 
axiomatic truths can ever be consid- 
sidered as permanently and un- 
changeably settled. All other truths, 
however sacred they may appear, 
will be subject to re-discussion, to re- 
examination, and even to rejection at 
times.

statement of the board of examiners 
that the examination was conducted 
fairly and impartially and due dili- 
gence was made in ascertaining the 
competency of such applicant, be 
filed with the county judge. That 
Sec. 36 be repealed, and Sec. 52 
amended, soas to make it the duty 
of county judges to enforce attend. 
ance on Summer Normal Schools of 
all teachers of public schools in their 
respective counties. That Sec. 78 
should be amended so as to give the 
county judge the power to appoint 
trustees for communities and districts 
and to remove them for sufficient 
reasons. That part of Sec. 79a, giving 
to trustees power to discontinue the 
school when the attendance falls be- 
low 33 1-3 per cent., should be re- 
pealed. That Sec. 79b should author- 
ize the payment of tuition of pupils 
pursuing higher studies than those 
prescribed by law. That Sec. 79¢ 
should require trustees to employ as- 
sistant teachers when attendance of 
private pupils require it. And that 
that part of Sec. 79d, requiring the 
teacher to swear to his check on the 
county treasurer as to its correct- 
ness as compensation under his con- 
tract, should be abolished.”’
